Who

child’s Rood manners? 
This axe-old debate, answer* 
ed by some with ‘‘the parents” 
and others, “the schools’*, is 
currently bein* tested at the 
elementary 
schools 
in 
the 
Pennsbury system. 
Of course, both parents and 
th*- schools share some of the 
responsibility for raisin* chil­ 
dren to 
be 
decent, 
civilized 
adults. But who should carry 
the biggest load? 
A program, developed at Fair­ 
less View F.Iementary School, 
Fairless Hills, last September, 
is presently trying to answer 
this question, and by doing so, 
is 
supplementing 
the 
home- 
training 
and 
development 
of 
good manners in local children. 
According to Mrs. Sara Buck­ 
ley, principal at Fairless View. 
“ Ihe good manners program 
was designed to make desire­ 
able behaviour in children a 
daily habit.” However, the pro­ 
gram has been criticized, she 
admitted, hut it has also been 
highly praised. 
In gist, she said the program 


isn’t made up of any special 
classes, hut the faculty con­ 
stantly points out good behavior 
patterns to school children. Of 
course, site added, teachers la 
other 
schools 
are 
constantly 
training (heir pupils, too. 
But at 
Fairless View, 
she 
added, it’s a more concerted 
program. In fact, the adult tea­ 
ching staff is responsible for 
starting the program, and has 
prepared a bright, yellow book, 
titled ‘‘Manners Mean Much,” 
which has been distributed to 
students and others around. In 
addition, the school has placed 
dramatic billboards throughout 
the building, reminding of the 
good manners plan. 
The program was begun only 
in the Fairless View Schools, 
but atter so much success, has 
been adopted by nearly all the 
elementary schools in the Penns­ 
bury system. 
“ It’s just one more stab at 
fighting the current trend to­ 
ward had manners, which can 
lead 
to juvenile delinquency, 
and worse,’* said Mrs. Buck­ 
ley. “Good manners and prop­ 
er attitude,” she added, “do 
much to eliminate the current 
had manners trend.”
